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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Instant claims do not recite what the 'selected size 
intervals' are and how the liposomes are analzyed for the presence or absence of precipitate; as already pointed out in the final office 
action, the very fact that the references use liposomes of a specirfic population are used indicates that 'liposomes of selected size 
intervals' are used and there is nothing in the references which indicates presence of absence of precipitate was not checked. The very 
fact that the references use the term supersaturated 'solutions' indicacate that there was no precipitate. Since there was no precipitate 
even the step (iv) (selecting liposomes of a sie that has no entrapped precipitated compound) is also implicit. 
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
